OF THE TOWN AND SCHOOL LIBRARY 
1954 


The number of books circulated in a library gives a 
graphic picture of the activity of that institution, and 
of its usefulness to the community. It is, therefore, 
very gratifying that the report of this past year shows 
a growth of nearly one thousand volumes over the 
previous year. It is also significant that the larger part 
of this increased circulation is among the younger 
readers. In the years prior to moving the library to 
its present location, the total annual circulation aver- 
aged about 800 volumes. The circulation for this past 
year is nearly five times that figure — 3849 — and is 
proof in itself that a larger, more attractive, better 
lighted building, with increased facilities for study or 
recreational reading, is really desired and utilized by 
the townspeople. 

As our means have permitted, we have had furni- 
ture and shelves painted to maintain a bright and at- 
tractive interior to our library. Up to the present time, 
we have not been able to do much to improve the floor, 
except to cover the center of it with a congoleum rug. 
This is now becoming badly worn on the edges, and 
it is evident that some more permanent covering will 
have to be secured in the near future. It is the hope 
of the Trustees that it may be possible to purchase a 
wall-to-wall linoleum which will cover the black stains 
and screw-holes in the floor. This will make the room 
warmer, easier to keep clean, and will add a finishing 
touch to the attractiveness of your library. 

Once more, our thanks to all those who have shown 
their interest in the welfare of the library during the 
past year.

He knows it did rain some but 
it was the help of all you people who are giving their 
time and money and carefulness to prevent this 
shameful waste of our woodlands. But please remem- 
ber this, folks, forest fires still do a lot of damage each 
year.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


Vision tests were completed in January. All par- 
ents were notified of any defects found. 


In March and December the hearing of each child 
in Grades 1-4-7 was tested by the Maico machine. Any 
other children requesting this test or any with pre- 
vious hearing defects also were treated. 


An orthopedic clinic was held in April and again 
in October at Center Ossipee. Several Madison chil- 
dren attended. This clinic is sponsored by the Crip- 
pled Children’s Services of the New Hampshire State 
Department of Health. Dr. Halfman of Laconia is in 
attendance to check the defects (which in this town 
are mainly flat feet) and prescribes the correct treat- 
ment. 


The routine inspections, heights and weights were 
finished in May and October. 


Physical examinations were completed in October 
by Dr. Charles Smith. Twenty-seven children were 
examined. 


I cover the towns of Holderness, Moultonboro, Cen- 
ter Harbor, Sandwich, Freedom, Effingham, and Madi- 
son. Out of this small section there are four known 
children suffering from epilepsy. The Library at Cen- 
ter Harbor has been kind enough to purchase the book 
“Science and Seizures” by Wm. G. Lennox, M. D., at 
my request. The State Library also has this book 
which should be of interest to anyone and is highly 
recommended. Please read it and understand these 
children better.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Madison: 


During the school year 1953-54 the teachers in the 
Madison School were Principal David Love, Grades 6 
to 8; Mrs. Martha Kelley, Grades 3 to 5; and Mrs. 
Edith Plant, Grades 1 and 2. At the close of the year, 
Mrs. Plant resigned. During the current year Grades 
1 and 2 are taught by Mrs. Eleanor Grace of Tam- 
worth. Mrs. Grace has had several years of teaching 
experience, is a graduate of the Lesley Normal School, 
and attended Plymouth Teachers’ College last sum- 
mer. Mr. Love and Mrs. Kelley continue in their re- 
spective positions. Mr. Love attended summer school 
at the University of New Hampshire, where he is 
working for a master’s degree. 


Mrs. Amy Brown, R. N., was school nurse and con- 
tinues this year with her valuable service. The nature 
and scope of her work is shown by her report, which 
appears elsewhere. 


There was a total enrollment of 64 pupils at the 
Madison School, with an Average Daily Membership 
of 57.3. In the Conway Elementary School, 18 Madi- 
son pupils were enrolled. For the current year 65 pu- 
pils enrolled in the Madison School, and 11 are enrolled 
in the Conway School. The census taken in October 
showing the classes of pre-school children indicates 
that, for the next six years, the school population will 
remain fairly constant. 


The School Board and a committee appointed at the 
last district meeting made a study of the feasibility 
of transporting the elementary pupils living on Route 
16 to the Madison School. The committee gave an ad- 
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verse report because the grammar room is not large 
enough to accommodate all the pupils and it was not 
deemed advisable to enlarge that room at this time. 


There were 26 pupils enrolled at Kennett High 
School last year. For the current year 28 high school 
pupils are enrolled. Eight of these are seniors. There 
should be 12 entering the ninth grade next Septem- 
ber. The current. cost of high school tuition is $285.00 
and will be $290.00 next year. It should be a source 
of real satisfaction that the records from Kennett 
High School show that the Madison pupils in high 
school remain in school until they are graduated. 


The purchase of a deep freeze by the P. T. A. is a 
valuable addition to the facilities of the school lunch 
program. This makes it possible for much of the sur- 
plus food received to be stored immediately upon re- 
ceipt, and makes possible buying in quantity, which 
is advantageous. The excellent meals served is a valu- 
able addition to the welfare of growing children. 


The supply of qualified teachers is so inadequate 
as to be critical. National authorities have reported 
that for the current year the country needed 170,000 
new teachers, but only 35,000 graduates came out of 
college prepared to teach. This national situation is 
reflected in the need and supply ratio in this state. 
Competent young men and women should be urged 
to enter the teaching profession. 


The fine cooperation of the School Board, teachers, 
pupils, parents and citizens is most sincerely appre- 
ciated.
